On the oc­ 
casion of inaugurating the Monroe doc­ 
trine, Thomas Jefferson, in a letter to 
President Monroe, said: 
“With her 
(Great Britain) we should most sedu­ 
lously cherish cordial friendship, and 
nothing would tend more to knit our 
affection than to he fighting once more 
side by side in the same cause.”
